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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claims 1-25) in the reply filed on 
10/28/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that The inventions are 
"sufficiently related". This is not found persuasive because, the examiner disagrees 
with applicant's contention that the inventions are sufficiently related under MPEP 803. 
The search for one of the inventions does not encompass the search for the other 
invention this is clearly apparent from the different classification of the patentably 
distinct inventions. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 26-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 10/28/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Nomura 
etal. P.N. 6,708,011 (Nomura). 
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Nomura discloses a system for forming color images. Applicant's attention is directed to 
Fig 4 and corresponding description. A plurality of developing units 44 can be separated 
individually from a corresponding plurality of image carrying units or photosensitive 
members 41 . Each of the developing units is attachable to and detachable from its 
corresponding image carrying unit. Further in virtue of the described lever and guide 
mechanisms, the developing units are loadable and unloadable from the mainframe 
proper in a state where they are integrally attached to their corresponding image 
carrying units. Note that as explained by Nomura, the design allows for replacement of 
the developing units without replacing the image carrying units. 
Nomura meets all the limitations of the claims at issue in their present form. 
5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nomura '415 discloses a system similar to that of Nomura ' 01 1 . 
See the abstract of the disclosure. Carter et al. discloses a two-part developer cartridge. 
Note the description of the cover drawing.
